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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that the applicant is confused by 
the Examiner's position because the applicant sees no teaching or suggestion that Penney's luminance and color difference signal (video 
in) and the pixels of Penney's waveform or display monitor 20 are a "single color" (i.e. monochrome) in the abscene of a gamut error. The 
applicant states that the specification defines "monochrome" as having equal values of red, green and blue. It is noted by the examiner 
that the applicant defines monochrome as such in the specification in addition to being "no-color". The examiner has interpreted the 
claims given the broadest reasonable interpretation wherein Penney discloses the reception of primary color components which are 
converted into R,G,B components via matrix 10 wherein the gamut error is generated based upon the R,G,B component values. Thus the 
primary color components include 3 single color components (Y, B-Y and R-Y) in addition to their converted values R,G,B which are also 
indicative of a single-color. As stated previously in the rejection the pixels/dots are displayed using one of these primary color 
components and in the event a gamut error is generated by the converted R,G,B components, the pixel/dot will be modified (i.e. provide a 
false color). Regarding the applicant's traversal, the examiner previously incorporated Engholm et al, 20040151469 (see Final Rejection, 
examiner's response to arguments). . 
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
